MOVSa  WEST   

Born  In  London,  Ont.,  Senator 
Rops  was  educated  and  grew  to 
manhood  in  his  native  province, 
with  other  Ea-sterners  of  his  time, 
he  answered  the  call  of  the  West, 
and  in  the  early  elghtic  went  to 
Winnipeg,  which  at  that  time  was 
the  only  metropolis  ot  that  vast  un- 
davalopad  tarrttory  between  the 
Great  Lakes  and  tha  RoeUos. 

Later  he  pushed  farther  West,  and 
fifty -one  years  ago  he  drove  Into 
the  little  .settlement  of  Moose  Jaw 
in  a  democmt,  and-  with  several 
others  formed  a  party  which  en- 
gaged in  ranching.  For  this  purpose 
they  pre-empted  land  which  now 
llee  within  the  boundaries  of  Moose 
Jaw. 

Having  a  natural  aptitude  for 
public  affairs,  Senator  Rosa  entered 

the  political  arena  six  yean  after 

he  settled  in  what  is  now  known  a.s 
the  Province  of  Saskatchewan.  He 
became  an  ardent  Liberal.  He  un- 
.succe.ss fully  contested  the  election 
in  West  Asslnlboiit  in  1887  for  the 
House  of  Common.s  In  1893  he  was 
elected  to  the  Northwest  Assembly, 
and  retained  hla  seat  in  that  body 
until  1901,  during  which  period  he 
served  aa  OaouBlmloner  of  MMIe 
Works  and  Territorial  Secretary. 

YUKON  COMMISSIONER 
Appointed  Oonunlssloocr  to  the 
Yukon  in  UOl,  flsttator  Roaa  ex- 
porienced  a  tragedy  that  affected 

his  life  deeply.  It  was  while  he  was 
commissioner  that  he  lost  his  wife

Senator  Ross  was  Ihe  Liberal

Mr.  Stevens  next  launched  upon 
one  of  hLs  favorite  topics,  trade  and 
commerce,  a  topic  in  whicli  he 
appears  to  be  well  versed.  Trade,  he 
said,  had  been  — '•MhhIj  dislo- 
cated by  the  deprasgjoa,  and  he 
remarked  about  tha  aiiMndhiglj 
heavy  drop  In  world  trade  figures 
from  loai  to  1081.  "Zn  view  o(  that 
tremendous  drop  In  world  trade, 
there  is  no  one  country  that  can 
correct  Its  disadvantage  where  you 
have  .such  a  large  shrinkage,"  Mr. 
Stevens  declared.  "Any  real  cor- 
rection must  ba  Intiraanniial  te  Its 
scope." 

unrBLDfo  or  nuois 

The  price  levels  in  Canada  were 
affected  mainly  through  the  fact 
that  Canada  was  a  producer  of  very 
large  quantities  of  raw  materials,  a 
number  of  which  the  sijeaker  men- 
tioned. "Canada  Ls  not  only  a  pro- 
ducer, but  Is  a  highly  developed  in- 
dustrial country.  That  Is  Indicated 
by  the  number  ol  produeta  now  In 
the  markets  In  the  wortd,"  the 
mlntoter  stated.  He  agreed  with  the 
economists  that  United  States  was 
Canada's  leading  competitor  in  the 
world  niarltrts  for  Uie  reason  that 
the  Amencaii  iiuiustrie.s  arc  engaged 
in  manufacturing  a  large  numl)er 
of  similar  products  to  those  made 
in  the  Dominion.  "I  think  I  can 
.say  with  assivanoe  that  Canada  has 
been  able  to  compete  vary  success- 
fully in  a  wide  rangt  aC  preduets, ' 
he  said. 

Returning  again  to  ttia  <|ueatlon 

of  price  levels,  Mr.  Stevens  was 
somewhat  diffident  alx)ut  making 
any  direct  .statement  concerning:  the 
demand  from  industrialists  and 
other  groups  lor  an  lncrea.se  In  the 
commodity  prices.  He  did.  however, 
make  reference  to  some  of  the  meth- 
ods that  had  been  suggerted.  He 
knew,  he  said,  that  the  problem  was 
one  of  tha  moat  dUBeult  Canada 
had  to  face.  It  was  considered  at 
the  Economic  Conference  at  Ottawa, 
but  because  of  the  limited  time  at 
the  disposal  of  the  dele^'atcs,  it  wa: 
Impossible  to  go  fully  into  the  many 
«iggestions  that  had  been  made. 
WAm «  AOAINIT  HASTE 
Mr.  Stevens  was  perfectly  sincere 
when  he  said  that  It  would  be  ex- 
tremely dHiigerolLs  at  thLs  time  to 
adopt  any  special  form  of  correct- 
ing commodity  prices  without  going 
very  luUy  into  the  resulU  that 
fflt^t  be  expected  to  follow  any 
drastic  actkm.  Any  serloua  deHa- 
Uon.  he  stated,  wouki  undoubtedly 
bring  about  large  numbers  of  bank- 
rupt concerns.  It  has  been  sug- 
gested, the  speaker  went  on,  that 
present  commodity  prices  would  re- 
main a.s  they  are  for  many  ycar.s  to 
come,  and  other  suggestions  are  that 
capital  char'rc.,  .sliould  he  lowered 
to  conform  with  the  lower  levels  of 
commodities.  In  mentioning  the 
lowering  of  wages,  Mr.  Stevens  was 
inclined  to  be  cautious  because,  he 
mentioned,  this  would  result  In 
a  rednetlon  of  purchasing  power 
and  wouM  most  likely  lead  to  ser- 
ious disturbances  in  the  labor  con- 
ditions, auoh  aa  atrlkaa  and  leek- 
outs.

Mr.  Stevens  remarked  that  the 
new  order  of  things  had  provided  an 
occasion  for  experimentation  In 
Oovemment.  In  institutions  and  in 
const4tutions.  but  he  warned  the 
people  of  Canada  not  to  be  too 
anxtous  to  adopt  tteae  asparlsBents 


which  we  live  and  to  the  world  in 
general."  he  etated. 

Mr.  Stevens  gave  an  Insight  Into 
the  ewiptoidty  of  the  fabric  of 
flnanoe  that  anahrouded  Interna- 
tional eaehange.  He  was  very  care- 
ful, however.  In  dealing  with  the 
questions  of  Inflation  and  deflation 
of  currency.  He  merely  gave  his 
audience  an  explanation  of  some  of 
the  cures  that  had  been  suggested 
by  noted  economists,  but  neverthe- 
less those  expla4^tlon.H  were  most 
Interesting.  Mr.  Stevens  discussed 
the  possibility,  as  suggested  by 
world  econoaalsta.  of  lessening  the 
tcid  content  of  the  pound  or  of  the 
dollar.

.    INTEREST  RATES 

The  Interest  rata  charged  by 
banking  and  loan  Inatltutioai  were 
bitteriy  attacked  bgr  tha  MInlater  of 
Trade  and  Ooaamaroa,  He  knew,  he 
said,  that  the  man  la  business  or 
the  fanner  on  the  land  could  not 
afford  to  pay  7  «  or  9  per  cent  for 
money  with  which  to  carry  on  his 
legitimate  bu5lne.ss  .Six  p^r  cent  Is 
all  that  he  can  pay,  and  the  argu- 
ment that  Is  often  brought  In  de- 
fence  of  the  banks  Is  that  there  is 
too  great  a  risk  In  loaning  money.

The  defeat  ol  the  French  Government  on  the 
of  Ita  dtdflon  to  pty  the  war  debt  Install- 
dup  tiKlay  to  thr  United  States,  means  that 
llHtallmrnT  will  not  be  paid.  It  would  be  wrong, 
tMwever.  to  dctertbe  this  action  as  repudiation. 
The  art  of  thr  Chambpr  of  Deputies  in  over- 
throwing the  Government  ol  Premier  Herrlott 
WM  due  to  a  belief  thai  a  eonference  should  be 
held  between  the  natlon.s  conrerned  and  a  re- 
vision ol  war  debts  take  place  before  any  further 
paTments  are  made.  Btfglwn  and  Foland  have 
taken  the  same  attitude  and  will  not  make  the 
December  payment.  Oreai  Britain  and  the  other 
nations  are  meettng  the  due  obUgatton. 

The  situation  neated  by  the  action  of  these 
countries  will  unquestionably  hasten  the  day 
when  the  United  SUtes  will  come  to  a  realisation 
that  there  must  be  revision  of  war  debts,  it  i.s  a 
drastic  way  of  forcing  the  issue  that  has  been 
taken  by  the  French  Chamber  of  Deputies.  The 
action  of  Belgium  is  hardly  on  a  parallel.  That 
country  simply  has  acted  on  the  fact  that  the 
Hoover  Moratorium  and  the  Lausanne  Agreement 
have  deprived  the  country  of  the  income  neces- 
sary to  balance  her  budget  The  war  debt  agree- 
ment of  1925  is  based  upon  Belgium's  capacity  to 
pgr.  Belgium  takes  the  ftand  that  such  capacity 
does  not  exist  at  the  present  time.  ^ 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  United  States, 
PvBsMent  Hoover  has  explalnad  that  his  Govern - 
mfnt  lias  the  authority  to  su.spend  the  Dc- 
ecinber  payment  or  to  arrange  a  conference  af- 
fecting rerMon  of  war  debts.  These  are  matters 
for  the  United  State.s  Congres-s  to  decide.  It  fol- 
lows logically,  therefore,  that  the  attitude  now 
taken  by  France  and  Btiglum  will  be  one  with 
which  United  states  Congress  will  have  to  deal. 
MThat  that  body  can  do  In  the  circumstances  Is 
prpblematlcal.  It  may  be  taken  for  granted  that 
no  steps  to  enforce  payment  will  be  contem- 
plated. Such  steps.  Indeed,  no  matter  how  de- 
vised, would  In  every  probability  prove  nugatory. 
Thus  the  Issue  of  war  debts  has  been  brought  to 
a  crisis.  If  the  United  States  cannot  collect  from 
certain  of  her  debtors  the  logical  assumption  Is 
that  the  common  dictates  of  Justice  will  lead  to 
an  international  oooference  on  the  whole  matter 
of  war  debts. 

The  French  Chamber  of  Deputies  has  given 
an  illustration  of  the  character  of  world  opinion 
thai  exists  respecting  the  present  attitude  of  the 
^  USnflid  inatea.  It  It  Witshlngton  that  must  ac- 
cept the  grave  responsibilities  of  prolonging  cco- 
nqmic  depression.  It  Is  the  future  of  the  United 
stites.  jlst  as  mvch  and  perhaps  more  than  the 
future  of  any  other  nation,  that  I.s  at  stake.  The 
Issue  Is  not  an  Individual  emergency  lor  any  par- 
ticular nation.  It  Is  a  world  problem.  Whatever 
may  be  the  attitude  of  thr  United  State.s  it  Is 
axiomatic  that  the  Lausanne  Agreement  cannot 
be  reopened.  Germany  has  made  U  painfully 
clear  that  there  is  no  chance  of  obtaining  from 
her  more  than  was  agreed  upon  at  Lausanne, 
where  reparations  were  Anally  burled.  What 
eftect  France's  refusal  to  pay  the  December  in- 
stallment will  have  on  the  credit  structure  ol  the 
world  has  yet  to  be  determined.  The  effect  it 
ev^antuaUy  must  have  on  the  United  States  atti- 
tude is  Tcry  plain.  It  is  better  lor  the  United 
States  to  receive  something  than  nothing  further 
from  all  her  debtors,  and  it  Is  obvious  now  that 
thl.s  will  only  be  possible  through  the  medium  of 
a  decision  to  be  reached  by  an  International 
coBferenet.

omcers  who  fought  in  the  American  Expedi- 
tionary Force  in  the  Great  War  do  not  appear  to 
approve  the  attitude  of  their  Goverimient  on 
the  subject  of  war  debts.  Their  opinion  Is  voiced 
by  General  John  FV  O'Brien,  commander  of  the 
27th  Division,  A.EJ'.,  who  says  It  la  the  opinion 
of  all  of  the  seniw  offleers  of  the  army  that  the 
United  States  has  taken  a  narrow  viewpoint  of 
the  foreign  d.'bt.  "We  entered  the  war,"  he  says, 
'in  partnership  with  BMUln  and  Frahce  against 
a  common  enemy  anc!  \vr  were  e.xiircted  to  play 
a  man  s  role.  We  wern  t  ready.  Fourteen  months 
eU(t»sed  before  we  took  over  a  section  of  the  line, 
and  In  the  meantime  our  third  of  that  line  was 
held  by  British  and  French.  They  did  the  dying. 

"When  it  comes  to  wrtting  out  the  arithmetic 
of  the  money  wc  lent,  American  officers  are  a 
httle  ashamed.  They  ami  thinking  about  can- 
cellation, but  jrou  cant  compute  the  money  value 
of  French  and  British  boy.s  that  died  defending 
our  section  of  the  line.  In  a  business  partner- 
ship, when  one  or  two  partners  make  sacrifices 
and  Klvc  up  vital  things  to  hold  the  business 
until  the  third  partner  is  ready  to  take  his  share 
of  the  burden,  that  is  taken  Into  consideration 
in  reckoning  the  settlement.  It  behooves  us  to 
take  a  broader  view  of  Uie  foreign  debt  than  can 
be  taken  with  a  pencil  and  paper." 

A  similar  viewpoint  is  expressed  by  General 
John  J.  Pershing,  who  commanded  America's  Ex- 
peditionary Force.  He  says:  "If  it  had  not  been 
that  the  Allies  were  able  to  hold  the  lines  for 
fifteen  months  after  we  had  entered  the  war, 
held  them  with  the  support  of  loans  we  made, 
the  war  might  well  have  been  lost.  It  seems  to 
me  there  Is  some  middle  ground  where  we  .should 
bear  a  certain  part  of  the  expense  in  maintain- 
ing the  Allied  Armies  on  the  front,  while  we  were 
preparing,  Instead  of  calling  all  the  money  a  loan 
and  insisting  on  its  payment.  Wc  were  respons 
-Ible.  We  gave  them  money  knowing  It  would  be 
usede  to  hold  the  Boche  until  we  COUld  prepare. 
Fifteen  months;  think  of  It." 


Mr.  J.  A.  Spender,  wrtting  In  The  London 
News-Chronicle,  says  that  the  United  States  Is 
still  a  long  way  from  realising  that  the  hard 
fatts  and  events  of  thi  situation  prove  the 
impossibility  of  translerring  vast  sums  of  money 
from  one  nation  to  another.  Europe  appreciates 
that  such  transfer  is  as  damaging  to  the  creditor 
as  to  the  debtor.  It  will  mean  patient  argument 
and  a  g(XKi  deal  more  hardship  for  the  United 
States  before  that  country  awakens  to  the 
danger  of  the  sltugtlon  It  is  endeavoring  to 
perpetuate.

SOUND  FINANCE 


The  president  and  general  managers  of  the 
Bank  of  Montreal,  at  Its  annual  meeting,  dealt 
with  osvtaln  toples  that  have  been  somewhat 

prominent  In  pubUe  and  private  dlscu.ssion  re- 
ceatly.  The  considered  opinions  of  these  out- 
standing kuthorities  should  be  carefully  pondered 
by  those  who  have  been  pl.iylnR  with  the  Idea  of 
easy  credits  and  an  Inflated  currency. 

The  president.  6lr  Charles  Oordofi.  has  this 
to  .say  conrernlng  credit  and  t^  supply  of  cur- 
rency: "We  in  Canada  do  not  suffer  from  inade- 
quate credit  or  lnade<|uate  currency.  Trade  has 
contracted  In  volume  and  value  to  a  degree  where 
much  less  currency  and  credit  are  required  for 
its  conduct.  Our  banks  welcome  borrowers  to 
whom  they  can  safely  lend,  and  as  trustees  of 
depositors  from  whom  their  loaning  resources  are 
derived,  banks  ought  not  to  lend  on  any  other 
condition." 

The  statement  by  the  general  managers  of 
the  guiding  principle  which  must  govern  the 
banker  in  his  relations  with  depositors  is  also  so 
dearly  stated  as  to  be  almo.st  axiomatic:  "There 
lias  been  no  withholding  of  credit  to  those  to 
Whom  wa  eoukl  safely  lend  our  depositors'  ra<mey. 
The  banker  must  always  keep  his  depositors  in 
nUnd.  especially  the  smaller  ones,  as  the  savings 
are  often  their  all.  We  would  fall  to  Justify  the 
trust  reposed  in  us  by  these  capitalists  If  we  were 
to  make  what  we  consider  unsafe  advances. " 

nis  proposals  for  hiflatlon  do  not  meet  with 
the  approval  of  the  president,  nor  indeed  of  any- 
one Who  has  even  a  superficial  acquaintance  with 
'the  fato  of  such  exparlmenii  hi  the  past.  On  this

While  the  statesmen  of  the  United 
States  are  willing  to  consider  the 
possibility  of  there  being  two  sides 
to  the  question  of  war  debts  and 
reparations,  the  politicians  of  the 
UnMed  States,  who  control  Ccn- 
gres.s,  declare  there  is  only  one  .'^Ide 
to  Uie  question,  and  that  side  is 
Europe  mast  pay.  One  of  the  lead- 
ers of  ConRre.v;  stated  the  case 
bluntly  when  he  said  in  a  public 
speceh  that  such  was  his  poettton 
and  thnt  he  was  eager  "to  go  to  the 

mat"  upon  it.

The  question  of  war  debts  and 

reparations  Is  the  "burning"  Inter- 
national question  of  this  day,  and 
probably  the  most  vital  Interna- 
tional issue  that  ever  has  arisen  In 
the  hletory  of  the  world.  The 
state.smen  of  all  the  world  are  mak- 
ing speeches  about  it,  and  the  most 
gifted  writers  tn  the  world  are  writ- 
ins;  their  opinions  about  it  We 
suppose  there  is  no  higher  au- 
thority in  the  wortd  today  en  the 
subject  than  tlic  editor  of  Th*"  New 
Times,  who  deals  with  the  issue  in 
an  article  wttlch  has  been  printed 
in  many  of  the  newspapers  of  thl.s 
continent.  Mr.  James  expresses 
tlie  following  ophiion  ca  the  ques- 
tion of  responsibility  for  the  esist- 
Infr  entnnRlement: 

The  attempt  of  the  United  States 
during  the  pa,^t  twelve  yearr.  to  fol- 
low a  foreign  policy  of  telling  other 
nation.^  what  they  ought  to  do, 
without  acceptiiig  any  resiponsibll- 
lt|r  or  obligation  on  our  part,  has 
now  borne  fruit  in  the  mess  Into 
whieh  the  war  debt  tonlness  has 
fallen. 

We  took  the  position  that  war 
d^bts  and  reparations  had  no  rela- 
tion War  debts  were  owlnR  us; 
rep.'iratlonN  «pre  owing  other  na- 
tions. Much  could  b.'  fAid  aRaln.st 
that  policy,  but  It  \•.^n.^  a  policy. 

Then,  under  the  forrlRn  mission 
urge  which  we  seem  never  able  to 
resist,  we  got  busy  tellinii:  other 
nations  what  they  should  do  about 
reparations,  what  they  should  do 
about  what  we  had  said  was  their 
bur,inr,s.s  and  none  of  ours.  We  ad- 
vl.sed  the  FYench  not  to  go  into  the 
Ruhr  to  collect  rrpuratlons;  we  ad- 
vised thai  reparation's  be  f^xed  on 
another  baslis;  we  .sent  one  promi- 
nent citizen  to  head  a  commission 
which  did  something  about  repara- 
tions: later  on  we  sent  another 
prominent  cltisen  to  do  something 
else  about  reparations;  then  our 
pre.sident  suspended  reparations 
payments. 

In  fact,  we  devoted  so  much  time 
and  attention  advlslnif  the  ether 
natioas  about  tlic  war  debts  due 
them  that  we  entirely  overlooked 
the  po<wlbility  that,  on  the  Amer- 
ican-Invented formula  of  Ijelplng 
.the  world,  the  other  nations Vou Id 
some  day  advise  us  what  to  do  about 
war  deMs  due  us.  That  has  hap- 
pened and  now  Congress  Is  sore 
about  the  natural  consequeneeo  of 
a  policy  we  followed.  And  in  the 
nicanwliilr  w :n  r  facing  a  Europe 
which  Is  apparrnilv  toUlly  unable 
to  figure  out  the  /u.stlce  of  our  re- 
ni.Tinitu:  'he  one  counlrv  to  collect 
wni   debts  owing. 

The  foreign  policy  of  collecting 
war  debts  owing  us  regardle.v  of 
what  happened  to  war  deMs  owing 
our  ddMors  was  from  flbe  Brrt 
doomed  to  failure.  But,  tn  the 
present  MMatlon.  this  eoontry  is 
imnble  to  reap  the  benefits  which 
would  hnve  followed  from  pursuing 
the  theory  that  reparations  were 
none  of  our  business  Just  as  war 
debts  owing  US.  could  not  be 
by  other  hands. 

If  out  of  the  fiasco  ef 
GOgecUns.  which  U  fast  approaeh- 
mg,  this  country  eooies  to  see  the 
lmpmBtleabait#  and  the  danger  oC 
eenWmially  ghiag  advice  to  other 
nallons.  even  whan  they  de  not 
seek  n  and  de  not  want  it.  we  will 
have  gotten  seme  benefit  out  of  the 
II 1. 000 .000.000  we  arc  not  ROing  to 
collect.

A  decade  ago  we  were  trylns  to 
tell  the  powers  at  the  Turkish  oon- 
feraase  at  Lausanne  that  they 
aheald  set  up  aa  Independent  Ar- 
menia: we  would  take  no  part  tn  It. 
but  we  gave  the  eonfSrenee  the 
benefit  of  the  moral  opinion  of  the 
United  States  Ismet  Pa-^ha 
laughed.  Prom  that  rebuff  on  wr 
have  had  dUM  i»iiia*;cinent.s,  but  they 
have  never  vanquished  our  urge  to 
do  good  in  a  naughty  world.  Per- 
haps the  great  war-debt  failure  will 
cure  us. 

In  the  meanwhile,  there  the  rec- 
ord. There's  the  League  of  Nations 
we  did  so  much  to  set  up— for  the 
use  of  others.  There's  the  World 
Court,  which  for  a  quaitn  of  a 
century  wc  advocated,  but  n  d^s 
not  adjudicate  for  us.  Then'  i. 
the  Dawe.s  Plan  for  other  nation.-. 
debUs.  but  not  for  ours  There  whs 
the  Young  Plan  which  aMiini;cd 
other  countries'  claims  on  Oerni.iny. 
but  not  ours.  There  was  the  Lyt- 
ton  report,  whidt  was  written  at 
our  behest,  hut  whiah  we  Isave  to 
the  eettlemetai  of  ether  eountries, 
while  Japan  extends  her  hold  on 
Manchuria.  And  there  Is  the  Laval- 
Hfxjver  Plan,  which,  applied  to 
rr parRtlon.s.  dix  s  not  apply  to  war 
debt.s. 

It  Ls  a  .-ad  picture  and  nothing  to 
be  proud  of  it  is,  for  the  sake  of 
the  record,  to  be  placed  beside  the 
aoeoontlng  of  what  our  foreign 
polioy  of  the  past  twelve -years  has 
gained  for  us.  We  started  out  then 
with  three  major  planks  In  our 
foreign  policy.  We  were  to  have 
naval  parity  with  Great  Britain: 
we  were  to  further  our  foreign  trade 
to  Uic  four  corncr.s  of  tin'  i.nlh; 
wc  were  to  collect  $11,000,000,000 
war  d<  bl  -  One  doe.s  not  have  to  go 
fsr  Into  details  to  reach  the  con- 
clusion that  our  policy  of  saving  the 
world  by  free  advice  has  not  netted 
us  mueh  for  oar  account.  It  has 
been  a  thankless  undertaking. 

Whether  or  not  Britain  and 
Prance  pay  the  In.stalment.s  due 
December  1.^,  the  big  problem  of 
the  war  debt.s  remain.s  v  ith  ii.s.  I! 
Ls  perfectly  plain  that  we  can  in- 
sist on  the  continuance  of  ijayment 
over  more  than  a  half  century  only 
in  the  face  of  hostility  on  the  part 
of  Europe;  It  Is  perhaps  true  that 
regardless  of  how  much  we  Insist 
we  will  collect  little  more.  Congress 
may  continue  to  be  blind  to  the 
clrcum.stance  that  thus  country 
loaned  not  gold  but  gcKxLs  and 
wishes  to  collect  not  gocd.s  but  gold. 
Washington  may  clioose  to  strjy 
blind  to  the  economic  arguments 
invoked  by  the  debtors.

The  name  of  the  vessel  from  which 
the  bottle  waa  thrown  had  faded 
beyond  laglMlltj.  However,  the 
hydrographlc  oOoe  will  no  doubt 
have  a  record  of  the  vessel,  and  will, 
by  means  of  pilot  charts,  be  able  to 
trace  the  cour.se  of  this  little  glas.s 
bottle  as  it  traveled  acrass  the 
Pacific  from  Japan  to  Long  Beach 
a  voyage  taUng  more  than  two 
years  to  reooh  poet. 

Much  has  been  acccmipllshed  of
